2. QUESTION: Who must file the required new 
statement of doing business under a fictitious name? 

ANSWER: All Individuals, partnerships and 
corporations which operate under names not their 
own must file. All old certificates expired June 
30, 1971. 

3. QUESTION; What is a Flctltous Firm Name? 

ANSWER: One that does not include the 
surname of the operator, or one that implies the 
ownership participation of others such as Brothers. 
Sons, Associates, Company”: or if a corporation 
owner, a name different from that registered in the 
Articles of Incorporation. 

4. QUESTION: What is the purpose of the ficti¬ 
tious name procedure? 

ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are desigried to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identify 
the person or persons with whom he is really dealing.

13. QUESTION: Will a change In residence ad¬ 
dress of an individual or member of a general part¬ 
nership doing business under a filed fictitious name 
make necessary a publication when filing Is repeated 
at the end of each five year period? 

ANSWER: Yes, publication will be required 
when re-filing is made af the end of each five 
year period If there has been an/ "change in 
information" which makes a new statement differ 
from the old one. If there have been no changes 
in the statement from one five year period to the 
next, no additional publication will be required. 
However, this issue cannot be raised until 1976 and 
the years thereafter. 


New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and 'Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

Only people who love mosquitoes. 

The sponsors of Proposition No. 9 on the June 6 ballot must love 
mosquitoes—also termites, cockroaches and silverfish. Because Propo¬ 
sition No. 9 makes illegal the use or possession of a long list of chemi¬ 
cals, including the only effective pesticides for controlling various pests. 

They must hate bees, though. Because the substitute pesticides 
that could still be used, though far less effective for many purposes, are 
death on bees. They’re also dangerous to humans and pets. 

If Proposition No. 9 passed, you could be arrested for having on 
your premises a can of insect spray you’d purchased some time ago if 
it happened to contain one of a long list of suddenly illegal ingredients. 

A university scientist could be arrested for experimenting with any 
of these banned chemicals in a laboratory research project. 

What kind of sense does all this make? 

Like most things about Proposition No. 9, it doesn't make any 
sense at all. 

It doesn’t make sense to risk the resurgence of epidemic diseases 
that have been kept in control for so many years that most of us have 
virtually forgotten they ever existed. 

It doesn't make sense to risk the destruction of forests and agri¬ 
cultural crops. 

It doesn’t make sense to prohibit scientists from experimenting to 
develop new knowledge in the field of pest control. 

It doesn’t make sense to forbid the use of the only known effective 
means of protecting your house from termite infestation. 

Proposition No. 9 is senseless—and very dangerous. 

There’s good in most religions, and harm in some. The protected, 
“sacred cows’’ of India have contributed to that country’s abject pov¬ 
erty for centuries. It would be the height of folly to yield to the fanatics 
who, in their zeal for a new “religion," would inflict on all of us the 
“sacred mosquitoes” of California!

A Letter From Jarvis! 

Honorable Joe A. Gonsalves, Chairman, 

Assembly Committee Revenue & Taxation, 

State Capitol Bldg., 

Sacramento, California 
Dear Mr. Gonsalves: 

On behalf of our statewide membership I want to 
thank you and the committee for the kind courtesy and 
consideration extended to our witnesses at the hearing on 
ACA 30, a proposal to limit proprty taxes in California. 

I would like to emphasize points that we might have 
failed to make clear at the hearing, and which we believe 
deserve careful consideration. 

Our research shows that under ACA 30 a property 
in California with a market value of $30,000 would have 
to pay an annual property tax of $300 PLUS general obli¬ 
gation bond redemption of about $75 per year. A total 
of $375 per year. 

We also find that on the average such a property 
gets services in the amount of $150 per year from the 
respective cities and counties. Under ACA 30 the property 
owner on the average would pay about DOUBLE what the 
services cost. 

Property owners would still have to pay their share 
of any alternative taxes to make up the reductions under 
a 1 per cent property tax limitation. 

It is our position that the small home and property 
owners can not ignore, or stand apart from the many 
other vital interests in the state. We do not seek to profit 
from unreasonable taxation imposed upon others. 

The real problem is to construct a tax system, the 
heart of which is reasonable equity for ALL the tax¬ 
payers in California. 

As important as the home and small property owner 
relief is, we can not separate this relief from the neces¬ 
sity to protect the basic economy of the state, nor can we 
expect the legislature to treat us as a “special interest" 
while at the same time we object to SPECIAL INTEREST 
treatment for others. 

In contemplating this entire matter and in writing 
our proposal we delegated to the state legislature com¬ 
plete autonomy to take whatever action is necessary to 
create a workable and equitable tax .system for California. 
ACA would remove the barriers now on the legislature, 
and free the legislature to do the tax job that must be 
done.

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Dorn Reports $111 iVlillion 
Spent In District Flood Work 


More than $111 million 
have been .spent during the 
past ten years on major 
flood control a.nd storm 
drain projects designed to 
protect the Fifth Supervi¬ 
sorial District, Supervis o r 
Chairman Warren Dorn said 
recently. 

“Despite the scarcity of 
rainfall this pa.st winter, we 
know the devastation floods 
historically have caused in 
Los Arrgeles County, and 
the cOmpletioai of these 
works will do much to safe¬ 
guard a large segment of 
our population in the yeare 
to come,” Doin .noted. 

In a geographical break¬ 
down of co.nstruction in the 
Fifth Di.strict by the County 
Flood Control District dur¬ 
ing the past decade, the 
Supervisor li.sted the follow¬ 
ing amemntfi: 

^.9 million in the San 
Gabriel - Alhambra area. 

$10 million in the Pasa¬ 
dena - Altadena area. 

$19.9 million in sections of 

Supervisor Dorn 
Suggests Waiver 

Federal authorities recent¬ 
ly were urged by Supervisor 
chairman Warren Dom to 
approve California’s waiver 
for 1975 to “establish an 
cve.n tougher auto emissio.ri' 
package” than that pro¬ 
posed by the U.S. 

Dorn, in a motion unani¬ 
mously adopted by the 
Board of Supervisors, de¬ 
clared that “with that type 
of program, the state — 
which has jurisdicion over 
motor vehicles — can pro¬ 
ceed to clean up these 
.sources, which cause 90 per 
ce.nt of the smog.” 

Ho also commended Wil¬ 
liam D. Ruckelsha.us, admin¬ 
istrator, Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency, for rejecti.ng 
the auto industry’s plea for 
a one-year delay on tight¬ 
ened exhaust emission stan¬ 
dards for 1975 cars. 

“The industry again at¬ 
tempted to stall the auto¬ 
mobile control program by 
indicating that meeting the 
1975 standards would be an 
imposition. 

“However,” added Dorn, 
“the administrator insisted 
that control technology is 
available and corripanies 
have enough lead time to 
apply this technology t o 
their products.” 

Supevisors Seek 
Med. Student Bill 

Governor Reaga.n recently 
was urged by the Board of 
Supervisors on motion of 
chairman Warren Dorn to 
sign an assembly bill to al¬ 
leviate the shortage of Span¬ 
ish-speaking doctors. 

Dorn said AB 155 would 
permit medical stud e n t s 
from the U.S. who are study¬ 
ing In Mexico to come back 
and — if qualified — be 
able to practice without the 
current one-year waiting 
period. 

“Approval of this measure 
would be greatly advan¬ 
tageous, especially to Span¬ 
ish-speaking areas,” said 
Dorn. 

He pointed out that Los 
Angeles Coiunty has the 
largest Spanish - sipeaking 
population in California.

“’The solid support of bond 
js.sues and the overall flood 
control program by our citi¬ 
zens has e.Tuibled us to make 
substantial progre.ss in forg¬ 
ing a system to cope with 
this recurring threat,” he 
added.

This may be the "year of 
the barb,” District Attorney 
Joseph P. Busch told a U.S. 
Senate Subcommittee on 
Juvenile Delinquency re¬ 
cently in' Washington, D.C. 

The District Attorney’s 
testimony was delivered on 
May 17 to the subcommit¬ 
tee, which is studying il¬ 
legal traffic and abuse of 
barbiturates. 

“We know less about the 
source and' the traffic in¬ 
volving barbiturates than 
wc do about heroi.n or co¬ 
caine,” Busch told the law¬ 
makers. “We simply don’t 
know eno.ugh, despite more 
than ten years of govern¬ 
ment concern with the drug 
problem.” 

The District Att o r n e y 
said seizures of barbiturates 
in California have risen 
2600 per cent in the past 
five years — more than for 
any other drug. T\vo years 
ago, he said, more than six 
million' doses of barbitu¬ 
rates were seized. 


Busch told the hearing 
nearly 1,000 persons died in 
Los Angeles County last 
year as a direct result of 
barbitural abuse. 

“There were 971 deaths di¬ 
rectly attributed to barbitu¬ 
rates,” Busch said, com¬ 
pared to 242 which were at¬ 
tributed to so-called “hard” 
narcotics such as heroin 
and opium. 

School children are among 
the biggest targets of those 
persons who deal in barbitu¬ 
rates. In fact, Busch said, a 
study of Los Angeles schools 
showed that barbiturates 
■are a greater problem today 
than either marijuana or al¬ 
cohol. 

“Juvenile officers tell me 
that the barbiturate prob¬ 
lem is everywhere in Las 
Angeles County,” the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney said. “No 
community is exempt.” 

“In fact,” he said “juve- 
.Tiile officers have encoun¬ 
tered' some of their worst 


barbiturate p r o b lems in 
some of the wealthiest areas 
of the county." 

'The District Attorney out¬ 
lined a case to the subcom¬ 
mittee, telling of an 8-year- 
old boy who admitted tak¬ 
ing a “red” every day after 
school until his parents no¬ 
ticed his behavior and took 
liim to police for help. 

“He said he enjoyed the 
feeling that the pills gave 
him,” the District Attorney 
said. 

Busch called for a tigh¬ 
tening on manufactur i sv g 
controls on barbitur a t e s, 
telling the subcommittee 
that most were m a n u - 
factored by legitimate lab¬ 
oratories. 

He said he hoped’ that of¬ 
ficials of the Bureau of Nar¬ 
cotics and Dangerous Diiugs 
would regulate the manu¬ 
facture an'd sale of barbitu¬ 
rates much as ampheta¬ 
mines are •new controlled. 


He also Called for “more 
responsibility in both the 
medical and pharmaceutical 
professions.” 

"Wc need greater care in 
the prescribing of these 
drugs ajid in the filling of 
prescriptions,” Busch said. 

’The District Attorney 
asked for federal funding 
for barbiturate education 
and treatment. “No federal 
fu.’i'ds are available in Los 
Angeles In this area," he 
said. “I earnestly hope that 
this situation will change.’’ 

Busch asked that educa¬ 
tion of the entire society be 
conducted on the subject of 
all types of pills, not just 
barbiturates. 

“We must do more to stop 
the massive American myth 
that pills will solve all prob¬ 
lems from backache to bore¬ 
dom and despair.” he said. 

“We miust devr’lop new 
programs to counteract drug 
use in this drug-prone so¬ 
ciety.”

City Ownership Of Cable TV 
Systems Suggested By SGVC

Cities 9iich as Pasadena, 
Glendale and Burbank 
should explore the advan¬ 
tages of partial or complete 
ownersiiip of cable tele¬ 
vision svstems, says Pasa¬ 
dena City College educator 
Louis C. Kiess. 


Dr. Ries.s is assistant to 
rcc president, Armen Sara- 
fian and coordinator of the 
San Gabriel Valley Public 
Cable Council. He gave tlie 
council’s recommendations 
irv a recent speech to the 
women’s division of the Lc.‘i 
Angelos Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. They included: 

"First, cities .should post¬ 
pone franchise negotiations 
with cable companies to al¬ 
low time for the League of 
California Cities to com¬ 
plete work on a model cable 
ordinance. 

"Secoriidly, it will be to the 
advantage of cities to reach 
agreement on basic proce¬ 
dures for soliciting and ana- 
Ij'zing cable bids . . . Third¬ 
ly, citiefi .should consider 
joining together to negoti¬ 
ate a .single franchise agree¬ 
ment . . .’’ 

“Finally, larger cities, 
such as Burbank, Glendale 
and Pasadena, that c.urrent- 
ly operate public utilities, 
.should explore the advan¬ 
tages of partial or complete 
ownership of the sy.stem." 

Riess said public channels 
on cable TV could be out- 
leis for poltical candidates, 
city councils, schools, ethnic 
minorities, the handiapped, 
‘‘a.nd almost anyone else 
with a cause and a need to 
communicate.’’ 

The council includes rep- 
lesentatives of a score of 
cities, school districts and 
community groups.
